place. 
Somers was chopping wood. 


ROCKS FLY. 


Evory once in a while a rock would 


fall near him. nnd he knew that 
Kelly was throwing the missiles, al- 
though he couldn't catch him at it. 
The other was apparently only teas- 
Ing him, but when one of the rocks 
hit him, Somers became angry and 
ordered Kelly from the buggy. 
The 


stevedore refused to move, replying 
with an epithet. 
Somers tlien 
otT- 


lalned a rifle and fired several bul- 
lets over his head. 
Kellv Jumped 


from the rig and ran off, vowing 
vengeance. In fifteen minutes he was 
back with a revolver in one hand and 
l brick In another. 
Somers saw him 
Sowing and brought his rifle into play 
— firing at long range — hoping 
to 


jcare him. 


WOUNTOED. 


As Kelly approached ho began to 
shoot with his pistol? and Somers 
thereupon proceeded to get down to 
business, took deliberate aim. and ex- 
changed shot for shot. 
Kelly was 


hit In both legs and left shoulder and 
fell to the street. An ambulance was 
summoned and at the Harbor Hos- 
pital, after identifying 
Somers.

admitted that it was all his fault 
"I called him names, and brought 


It nil on myself," fie told Detective

"He wanted me to get out 


of the buggy, and I wouldn't. I threw 
the pistol away in a vacant lot."

The work of relieving the distress 


is getting beyond the means of the 
local charities and demands are being 
made on tho government to take it 
up. It Is estimated the miners thus 
far have lost in wages $26,408,850, 
besides the depletion of the union's 
funds.' 
Factories of all kinds all over the 
country continue to close down and 
all the railroads are reducing their 
services to the minimum. 
The food 


supplies from abroad also are threat- 
ened. The bacon factories and cream- 
eries of Denmark, which depend en- 
tirely on England for their coal, will 
soon have to discontinue their ship- 
ments to this country. 


News came today that one of the 


South American governments )H com- 
mandeering the stocks of coal on hand 
In Its ports for naval purposes. 


It Is officially declared todny that 
the Derbyshire pits will not bo re- 
opened until the surface men's de- 
mands for Increased wages have been 
complied with,

INSTANTLY KILLED. 


Shortly after 11 o'clock last night four 


men entered the kitchen of the Chinese 
Freemasons at 327 Ninth street. I,ee Sim 
See King and Wong Lip, members of the 
Kim Lung Suey tong, and cooks for the 
lodge, WCMB seated In tne place eating 
their supper. The four men, believed to 
be Bins Tongs, opened are upon 1*6 Sun 
See King, sending four shots through his 
body and killing him instantly. 


The snots -were heard by numbers of 
ihinese who were in the streets and there 


was a scurrying for cover. Patrolmen C. 
L. Hemphill and Michael Moore were at 
Xlnth and Webster streets, and Imme- 
diately separated, Hemphill going east on 
Ninth street and Moore south on Web- 
ster. 


FUGITIVE CAUGHT. 


Hemphill saw a Chinese emerging from 


the doorwaj of the Chinese Masonic lodge 
and gave chase, running the fugutive into 
the arms of Patrolman Moore, who was 
just rounding the block from the other 
side. 
The man gave the >name of ILee 


Seung and admitted that he was a mem- 
ber of -the Bing Kong tong. He had no 
revolver on his person, but cairled in one 
pocket six cartridges for a 3S-calibre re- 
volver. Lee Seung is being held at the 
city prison under Investigation. 


The second Blng Kong tongman to be 


.rrested was Ony Lun Kee, who -was taken 
Into custody in a room at Ruedy's hotel 
at Seventh and Franklin streets, about si* 
o'clock this morning. The police received 
word that Ony Lun Kee had taken refuge 
n the hotel about two o'clock this morning 
and that he was not known to the local 
Chinese. Patrolmen Hemphill and Brock 
went to his room and questioned the sus- 
pect, and as lie failed to give a satisfac- 
tory account of himself, he was placed 
under arrest and removed to the city 
prison. 


InspectorB H. E. B. Green and William 


Kyle have been detailed to investigate the 
two prisoners and traen down their affilia- 
tions. Both suspects are Blng Kong tons- 
men. Ony Lain Kee told the police this 
morning that lie was from Stockton and 
was a recent arrival. 


The police have no evidence against the 


two men that would connect them In any 
positive way with the murder of Lee Sun 
3ee King. 
Experience has proved that 


unless a Chinese murder is witnessed by 
at leant two white men, there Is little 
lope of obtaining a conviction, as the tong 
men will not testify against each other 
or fear of the vengeance which Is sure to 
'ollow from the rival tong. As a conse- 
luence the police have little hopo of get- 
:lng Iho men responsible for tne shooting 
last night. 


The police have questioned See King 


and Wong L.lp, both ot the witnesses of 
Lite murder of Lee Sun See King last 
ilKht, but the two Chinese declare that 
:hey have no idea who the men were who 
did tile shooting. 


Loc Sun See King, the murdered man, 


was about D5 years of age.

Is conceded by all and 
t Is feared that tha war will go on with 
mabaled fuiy, it nut lj«ru, in uinur uiil«« 
of the itate. The Gom I^orn Yeo Sor or-

ASSESSOR C. F. HORNER 


C. F. Gorman Declares System of Assessments 


Must Be Changed by Law 


Details of operation of County Assessor 
:. F. Ilorner's office were last night 
[ubmltted to the Alameda County Civic 
Association In the form of a letter from 
Homer. The latter was asked recently 
by the association, -nhich is engaged In 
an effort to secure an equable adjust- 
ment ot assessed valuations on properly 
In the county, to furnish these details 
In case he was experiencing any diffi- 
culty In the operation of Ills office, so 
that the association could lend any aid 
In Its power toward securing the adjust- 
ment and a lowering of the present tax 
rate. 


Ilorner's letter was as follott's: 
"Alameda County Civic 
Association, 
Mr. C F. Gorman. President. Dear Sir 
and Gentlemen—Acknowledging 
receipt 


of your letter of the 8th Inat. In which 
you state that you have been Instructed 
by the Alameda County Civic Association 
to request me to furnish the association 
with certain Information, set forth In 
four questions, I nave to advise you as 
follows: 
"Your first question Is as follows: To 
inform us whether or not the assessment 
In tho district Itnown us West Oakland 
and the older parts of East Oakland, 
have been readjusted during the past two 
years, and If the over-assessments 
on 
these 
districts will be corrected this 
year.' 
"I am informed by those who have 


been connected with the assessment for 
the period aet forth In yonr question 
that there has been a icndjustment of 
the assessment in the district known as 
West Oakland, and tho older .parts of 
East Oakland, during the last two years. 
It Is my plan and purpose. In Iho assess- 
ment of all properties In the county of 
Alamcda, to see that each assessment 
conforms to the actual cash value of the 
property assessed, and 
irt- all districts 
whore them has beeu a change in the 
actual cash value of the property, to re- 
adjust tho assessment to conform with 
the change. 


ADEQUACY OF FORCE. 


"Tour necond question Is as follows. 
'To stale If the present force of deputy 
assessors employed by you Is adequate 
to properly do the worK pertaining to 
your office.' 
"I assumed the duties of assessor of 
Alameda countv In .Tulv, 1911. The flr<it 
assessment under my Incumbency started 
with the first Monday In March, 1912, 
about two weeks ago. 
Under the law 
the assessor Is allowed from the first 
Monday of March to the first Monday of 
July, a. period o: rour months, in which 
to assess the property within his countv. 
As this work ban been In progress but 
two weeks. I am not In a position to 
definitely state whether or not the num- 
ber of deputies allowed tho assessor Is 
sufficient to do tho work prescribed by 
law. 
As the work progresses, If It ap- 
nears that the force, Is more than suf- 
ficient, or Is Inadequate, I shall, as pro- 
vided by law. make proper recommenda- 
tion to the grand Jury and the loglsla- 
tlvo delegation of Alameda county. 
"Your third question Is as follows: 'To 


furnish the names of men emploved as 
office force.' 


"I enclose herewith a list of the men 
emplojed In my office. 
"Your fourth question Is as follows: 
'To furnish the names of the men em- 
ployed as appraisers, their districts and 
knowledge as to the districts to which 
they hare been assigned.' 
"The list which I have enclosed as 
answer to your third question gives the 
designation of each employe and the dis- 
trict to which he Is at present assigned. 
In apportioning the work of the office 
among the Various deputies, it has been 
m> aim to have the assessment work 
done by the men In my.office who are 
most familiar with the section of the 
county to which thpv have been assigned. 
"I have been confined to my bed, un- 
der the doctor's aare, for several days, 
and this must be my apology for not 
sooner answering jour letter 


"May I ask when to expect the figures 
relative to real estate values In Oakland, 
which you so kindly offered to furnish 
me?

PHILLIPS REPORTED.

W. Phillips, member of the executive com- 
mittee of tho association, reported for 
that body on a visit paid to Homer's 
office yesterday afternoon. Referring to 
a statement'recently made before the as- 
sociation that the eighteen Held deputies 
appointed to carry on the work were In- 
capable, Phillips stated that the men so 
employed did not place valuations either 
on real or personal property, but served 
merely ac collectors of data and office 
clerks. He declared that their salaries 
were fKed by statute at S100 and $125 
per month, for four months only, and that 
the assessor was powerless to secure com- 
petent appraisers or experts 
for

wage. 


Phillips suggested on the part of the 


committee, whose report was only A 
partial one, that relief lay only In a

CHANGE BY LAW. 


"Apparently .our whole system of as- 


sessments has to be changed by law,"

lack of 53000 to enable the assessor co 
hire expert appraisers for the purpose of 
Betting definite valuations of property 
throughout the country will probably cost 
the county this year between J200.000 
and $300,000. The only thing to do Is to 
begin a campaign of education so that the 
matter can be remedied by state law. 


"This legislation should provide that 


only qualified men are employed for of- 
fices, that deputies appointed 
receive 


salaries proportionate to their efficiency 
and that they be employed for a long 
enough period to enable them to familiar- 
ize themselves with the work. It should 
also provide for a board of censorship 


whose members shall oversee the work of 
the assessors' offices."

Roosevelt and the Recall.

A few days later he advocated recalling judges in California for 


special local reasons supplied by Francis J. Heney. 


For other States of the Union he advocates recalling decisions 


by popular vote, and letting judges hold their jobs. That was the 
plan he proposed to the Ohio constitutional convention.

Since'delivering fiis Columbus speech, the Colonel has amended 


his former declaration by proposing that only a certain class of de- 
cisions rendered by State courts shall be subject to recall—decisions 
relating to the police power of States and constitutional questions. 


So he has taken the judicial recall from the domain of national- 


politics and relegated it back to the States for action. 
On this 


single plank platform he is running for President of the United 
States in violation of the third-term precedent. 


Wait Until We Get Through With Him

The Ball Bond Infamy. 


The attack on the bail bond evil in San Francisco docs not go 


'deep enough. It only scratches on the surface, and avoids the real 
Totten place. A great row is being made because a saloon firm is 
engaged as a regular business (at least it is so charged) in furnish- 
ing bonds for persons arrested for criminal offenses. It is charged 
that this firm is in collusion with shyster attorneys, police officers 
and bailiffs in the police courts, and charge exorbitant commissions 
for supplying bonds. 


Now it is not unlawful for saloonkeepers to go on bonds or in- 


duce others to become bondsmen, nor is it unlawful to charge a 
commission for giving bail for persons charged with crime. Chat- 
tered companies make a business of furnishing btich bonds. The 
object Of taking bonds is to insure the presence of a defendant at 
Ihc time-he is required to answer in court. So long as the bond is 
good, it does not make any difference who gives the security or 
what motive prompts the bondsiricn. 


What should be broken up is the collusion between policemen, 


nfftr«.«-Q nf t1i«» nnlirr rotirt* uliysicri and professional bondsmen 
Such collusion has been practiced for many years and is practically 
a conspiracy to swindle persons arrested on criminal charges. 
Straw bondsmen arc furnished for a price aHd sometimes accepted 
by collusive action. Thus criminals arc allowed to escape while 
the merely weak and unfortunate arc plundered by a system which 
has one end in the city prison and the other in a saloon. 


As soon as an arrest is made, the shyster and the professional 


bondsman are informed how much money the prisoner has and how 
lie is circumstanced. It is tipped off in the prison by officers, who 
also kindly tell him who he should employ for an attorney. The 
ntfornev comes and suggests procuring bail, ects an order for the 
prisoner's cash or other valuables, and has his saloon pal furnish 
the bond. The rest is easy. The prisoner is released on bond, the 
charge against him dismissed in a few days or a nominal fine im- 
posed, and the poor devil's money divided up among the gang of 
plnrfderer; into whose clutches he has fallen. 


The only way to break up this nefarious business is to purge the 


police force and the police courts of crooks and harpies and disbar 
the shysters who practice swindling rather than the la\\, and who 
opcraVe through bunco stcerers on the police force. It docs no good 
to ?ay that a saloonkeeper should not be accepted a« a bondsman, 
or that a bondsman should not be permitted to charge a fee for go- 
ing bail for an afrested person. The thing to do i« to break up the 
criminal ring which ramifies from saloons to the police courts and 
the police office, and includes court bailiffs (if not judges), turn-

INTERMEDIATE 
SCHOOLS 


STILL FAVORED BY BOARD 


Fight to Rescind Former Order Loses 


Amid Caustic Remarks and Retorts 


The establishing of the proposed 


Intermediate schools, as planned by 
iho Board of Education, i.s lesa!, ac- 
cording to the report filed v\ith that 
body last night by Assistant District 
Attorney 
"Walter J. Euipee. 
The 


schools, as planned by the board, will 
be supported by both the high and 
grammar school fund, nnd will sim- 
ply mean, according to the district 
attorney's office, that one high school 
class, under its proper department, 
will be housed In a grammar school. 
: This, said Burpee, is done invariably 
*in small towns, where often the whole 
'high school and grammar school is 
"BO combined under one principal. 


Many persons from the Mothers' 


Club and the Fitchburg district were 
present, the Lockwood School being 
a bone of contention. Several lively 
tilts occurred. The board voted down 
a proposition made to reconider the 
resolution of some time ago, favoring 
the establishment of the system. 
Harry Bo3'le led the fight to have 


the old resolution 
rescinded. 
He 
based his fight on the fact that Bur- 
pee's report stated that legally in- 
termediate high schools do not exist, 
there being only two classes recog- 
nized in law, elementary and high 
schools. 


CHANGES HIS VOTE. 


"We have adopted something that 


does not exist," said Boyle. "I voted 
.for It, and now want to go on record 
as changing my vote." 
When the motion was voted down, 


he'begged the board to allow the mo- 
tion to carry, even If the next matter 
taken up was to adopt the system 
again. 
"I want to g-et my name down as 


against It," he said. 
"Well, you have already," said Dr. 


Kelly. 
, 
"I don't see It," retorted Boyle. 
Boyle insisted that, despite the re- 
port of the district attorney, the pro- 
posed schools were illegal. 


"The district attorney can read law 
' all right," he said, "but so can I. I 
can • interpret It better. 
We cannot 


use bond money to establish anything 
but- the schools called for." 


"But 
you are 
establishing 
the 


schools called for," said Miss Brown. 
"All you are doing Is to( house a high 
EChoal class In an elementary class 
schoolroom. It is done everywhere." 


"Well, I think It's Illegal, district 


attorney or no district attorney," re- 
torted Boyle. 


WOMAN, PROTESTS. 


• 
Mrs. Heleri'W. Huess of the Frank- 
illn Sctiool Mothers',Club appealed to 
the board, stating that huge sums of 
carfare would be'spent under the new 
system. This was denied by Super- 
intendent J. W. -McClymonds and Miss 
Brown, who stated- that with the 
seven proposed "^schools as interme- 
'dlary high schools no greater 
dis- 


tance than a mile and a halt would 
be traversed- by any child. 
"There seems -to 'be a 'great misun- 


derstanding 'In regard to this plan," 
Bald McClymonds. "It la the coming 
system, and we might, as well open 
oui1 oyea to it.' In a few years you 
people now protesting will be clamor- 
ing for it. The adolescent youth needs 
' exactly the teedtment he will receive 
In^theso schools. 
. 
' 
"You seem'to think we are build-1 
Ins special school buildings lor these 
classes. We -are not. 
It will not cost 
a cant extra, except perhaps the In- 
ctalllng of a'lew large desks, and the 
manual training classrooms, which 
will be used for the grammar school 
pupils, too. -It will save carfare. If 
It did not, as you seem to think, the 
traction interests would be for it, in- 
stead of against It." 
McClymonds laughingly referred.to 


Harry Boyle; the chief opponent of 
the scheme, as the "traction mag- 
•Tiate," and said that this might be 
the reason of his opposition. 


"You know I don't mean a word of 
this," ho added. 
"It's 
just for ex- 


• ample." 


BOJOjJS OIKTEOTS. 


Boyle objected to being called a 


traction magnate. 


Director Cook demanded that the 


proposition bo put before the people. 


"The board Is a set of mental de- 


• generates," he said, sarcastically, "and 
. can't judge anything like this for it- 
self." 
No attention was paid to his re- 
mark by the directors, although tho 
lobby applauded loudly when It was 
made.

tary students." 


"Where would you put tho high school 


other. The option is given them of at- 
tending tl'e nearest tc-liool or tha inter- 
mediate s< hooJ, and In every case they 
choose the latter. 


"The scholarship is improved, and the 


children stay ]n scl-.ool longei. Where we 
uwd to lose them in tho eighth grade, 
now they usually go through hitch school, 
ttiroug-h having gotten into th work " 


"I have watched Uie system In the 
enst," bald McClymondh, "and have found 
that It la a success everywhere. 
The 


system may save our children. 
The old 


style, in which children are projected 
from the -grammar school into practically 
college systems 
of teaching, 
estranges 


them, destroys discipline, ana injures the 
child. That's all wo want to do, save the 
boys and girls. You may talk against 
this system, ladies of the Mothers' Club, 
but it Is a part of the onward march of 
progress, and you cannot atop It any 
more than v\e can. Tou maj put It off 
this time, but It is coming, and soon juu 
will urge us to do It. 


CARFARE BUGABOO. 


"There will be no difficulty In the chil- 


dren reaching the schools. 
You have 


your Dyes fixed on the on!y difficult placo, 
tho Lockwood school. Wo are taking one 
third of tho high school students out of 
the high 
school. High school children 


spend carfare. We aro saving you one- 
third of tho carfare now spent by the high 
school children." 


Assistant District Attorney Walter J. 


Burpee In his report stated tliat there are 
legally no intermediate hlgrli schools, or. 
In other words, that no official provision 
is made to support them. They are, he 
stated, merely a permissible method of 
school administration. 


"The term. Intermediate high school." 
stated ho, "has no legal meaning. There 
is no such thing. The only classes of 
school recognized are tho elementary and. 
tha high schools. 


"I have been given to understand by 


Mr. York and members 
of the 
school 


board that what you Intend to do Is to 
offer a three-year course in. the different 
schools of the city. This course Is to 
embrace the last two years of grammar 
school work and the first year of high 
school. The first two years are to be 
devoted to the subjects regulated by the 
state law for grammar schools, and the 
last to the high school subjects legally 
prescribed. Tho high school and gram- 
mar school classes will be counted and 
credited as such. 
"I am further Informed that the sal- 


aries of the grammar school class teach- 
ers will 
be paid out of the grammar 


school fund, tha high school teachers out 
of tha high school fund, and those teach- 
ing both classes by a Just division, ap- 
portioned by the time spent in each class- 
room. The principal's salary ana jani- 
tor's expenses will be paid in the same 
manner. 


"In other words. It simply means hous- 


ing these classes undsr one roof. 


"I am of the opinion that the estab- 


lishment of such schools has no legal 
objection. 
The course of study prescribed 


must bo enforced. So long as the state 
aws as to studies are compiled with, and 
the expenses Justly apportioned, you are 
wltliin* the law. 


"It- Is immaterial how the classes ore 


loused. Thcro is nothing illegal in hous- 
ng the grammar and high schools In the 
same building, -with the same principal, 
ana It is often done In the smaller com- 
munities. In fact there is a law permit- 
ting it. This Is section 1743 of the po- 
itlcal code. It permits one principal for 
the two schools, one building, and teach- 
ers teaching: In both classes. 
'7 suggest that you be very careful

'The Consei'vation of 
tile Child,' 'Health Topics.' 'The Care of 
the Adolescent Pupil- the Intermediate 
Scliool,1 
'T)ie 
PJimjroujid 
Movement,' 
•The 
Amusements of 
Children.' 'The 
Pjeparatlon of tlie Child for the Bmploy- 
ment of His Spare Time.' 'The Variable 
Bourse of Study." These and many other 
topics were discussed. No topics ieceived 
greater attention than 'The Care of the 
Adolescent Pupil.' In nearly ex'ery paper 
some reference was made to this sub- 
ject. It Is now recognized by educators 
the world over that there Is a period In 
the Mfe of the child, In age say from the 
13th to the 17th year, in grades from the 
sixth, to the ninth year, in which differ- 
ent treament must be furnished than at 
any other In his career. It is the 'finding 
out' period; tho period that the child is 
groping to find himself; the period in 
which he is no longer willing to take the 
advice of others without question; the 
period in which he is findimr new powers 
In himself, the period in which he de- 
mands the opportunity to use these pow- 
ers. 
In other words, 'The Adolescent 
Period.' 
"The Board of Education of the City 
of Oakland has acted wisely In recog- 
nizing the importance of this "period, and 
in having taken steps to provide a. course 
of study adequate for the needs of the 
children of this age. 
The cities of the 
East are moving rapidly in this matter, 
and it will be only a few years until all 
of the cities have provided special courses 
of study and special opportunities in the 
intermediate school for this tj-pe of child. 


SCHOOLS OF ST. LOUIS 


"The - convention was especially for- 
tunate In meeting in a city as far ad- 
vanced educationally as is St. Louis. No 
city In the country has a better school 
reputation than has St. Louis, both in 
Its academic work and for Its 
school 
buildings. For years a careful study of 
the housing of school children has been 
carried on In that city and the result of 
this continuous work is seen In Its many 
splendid school buildings. 
"A splendid opportunity was afforded 
us to inspect the best school apparatus, 
Including desks, drinking fountains, san- 
itary apparatus of every description. 
I 
was especially Impressed with steel-con- 
structed desks, of which there were sev- 
eral varieties. 
These desks were made 
entirely of steel, save and except the top. 
They were perfectly plain, and the most 
hygienic I have ever seen. 
"I was especially interested also In 
drinking fountains. 
I noticed in all of 
the Eastern school buildings that the 
drinking fountain was placed over sinks 
that are not used for lavatory purposes — 
a very great improvement on the method 
wo have in the Oakland schools — that of 
placing the drinking fountains over tho 
lavatory sinks. 
"We visited the St. Louis school build- 
ings in company with Dr. F. B. Dresslar, 
specialist in school hygiene and sanita- 
tion In the United States educational de- 
partment at "Washington. 
"We fo'iind the 
schools exceptionally well planned, both 
from the standpoint of sanitation and 
of school arrangement. 
These buildings 
Indicated at once that they were planned 
from the Inside rather than from the 
outside. 
Tho rooms aro perfectly plain, 
savo as to color decorations. No projec- 
tions whatever appear as dust catchers. 
Even the picture rail Is a wire sunk In 
the wall. The buildings are fireproof In 
every 
particular — and arc generally of 
two stories, with basement. 
Tlio base- 
ments are used for play rooms, lunch 
rooms, gymnasium purposes and gener- 
ally for manual training in carpenter nnd 
shop work for boyK I do not remember 
of having scon cooklnc or sewing rooms 
In any of the basements of any of the 
schools visited. 


MANUAL TRAINING COURSE. 


Tho Louis Soldan 'Illgh school is a 
remarkably 
well-planned 
and 
well- 
equlpptd buildings, containing liOO pupils. 
All phases 'of high school work are car- 
ried on here. Including manual training. 
Indeed wo found no high school in the 
East, of recent construction, that does 
not contain provisions for manual train- 
ing. A high .school is not supposed to 
be complete unless opportunity is afford- 
ed the pupils for hand training. 
"One of the important features of the 
Louis Soldan High school Is the. cafeteria 
which scats 900 pupils. The room is in. 
the buhcmcnt, separated Into two divis- 
ions, with a kitchen storeroom, cooking- 
rooms between the two— a 
splendidly- 
planned affair, and wcl conducted. 
We 
had the pleasure of seeing tho pupils at. 
lunch. 
The floors, which were of con- 
rete, were declared by principals teach- 
.rs nnd pupils to bo entirely saUsfactorj. 
a matter of surprise to mo, owing to tlie 
complaTnt that we have Jiad in reference 
to c«mcnt floors in onr lunch rooms. 
This room was well heated and venti- 


c found many valuable, suggestions 


In this building that I am quite wire Mr. 
Donovan 
will incorporate In our now 


buildings. This building '« Pr"Ud<;d

w't,h 


shower baths and a plunge bath. Indeed. 
we found all of the liigh schools and most 
of the grammar schools provided wltli 
plunge baths— not for bathing purposes, 
but to furnish the physical culture teach- 
er opportunity to teach the pupils swim- 
ming. In planning our now buildings we 
oug.nt to make provision In them for 
plunge baths, and the rougli plumbing for 
CIIDIII 11 m ii« •" ir.rVr1"'1 '" "'" contracts 
for' lhe">constniction of the buildings so 
that at some future tlmestho completion 
of the work may be made. But wherever 
finances will permit, provision should bo 
mado for these baths during the construc- 
tion of fhe buildings. 


' THE ASSEMBLY HALL. 


Another noteworthy feature of this I.s 


the assembly hall, the stage and tlio 
gymnasium. These are so arranged that 
one IB supplemental to the other. Indeed, 
In a new high school building that Is In 
course of construction In St. Louis, t'lio 
stage of the assembly hall la used ns n. 
part of tlie gymnasium, and where a very 
large stage Is needed, the Increase Is ob- 
tained by using other parts of the gym- 
nasium for stage purposes. 
The manual training rooms, the lab- 
oratory rooms. Including 1»< ture_ rooms, 
!UO ILIl Spl''!lUldt.V pl.Uimil /Hit) » k * l u i u IMU, 
and we have In our possession tho detailed 
floor pinna of the Tiulldlng wiileh will he 
lielpful In planning our new manual train- 
ing high school. 
"We visited several grammar schools In 


St. Louis. 
Tho same general simplicity 


of construction Is used In these grammar 
schools as we found In the high school 
building. One thing tnat we noticed par- 
ticularly. that frnm tbe standpoint of good 
lighting w? que«tloned somewhat, -was 
the breaking up of the windows InM small 
panes and the heavy transom bars across 
the windows. 
The panes were so small 


that the light waa somewhat broken w'.ion 
It entered the .«choo! room. 
Tho size of 
the classrooms Is About the same as ours 
to TClt: ?4 x a?. 


HEATING AND VENTILATION. 


"Wo found 
In the St. Louis schools 


*omft of the <3flfflo.ultl<-s we are having In 
regard to heating and ventilation 
T.iev 


JTP using the nlr Wft*her«, hut th" dlffl- 
cultv tlioy nre erperlesiclng Is trw much 
tiumldlU In th» nlr when It rnti-rs the 
srliool rooms, e«porlaliv In mid wentrmr. 
This humidity Is «o mi>rk<vl t int the wnlls 


Of tfte mofstitr". 
fmmd In connection with on« of 


these schools, n. blower that Included an 
air washer. Tlus blower is worthy of con- 
sideration, but it 1ms noc been used long 
enough to be conmu'ered thoroughly tested. 


"In St Ixiula the floor of tlie halls in 


the fireproof buildings (and most of thorn 
uru ilrepiuof) aie tuvciud wlt.i what I 
call, for laik of a better name, wood til- 
Ins. It Is Imerlapped tongue und grooved 
squares made from blocks of liardwood— 
1 think oak. It makes a beautiful floor. 
I noticed in some Instances quite a mark- 
ed shiinkage, caused by tho wood not be- 
ing dry enough before being- laid. 
"In other cities' where wa visited we 


found halls covered either with asphalt or 
whh 
colored 
cement 
marked 
oft 
In 
squares, or with six-inch red tile. 
Per- 
sonally I think the sK-Inch red tile made 
the most beauti/ul /mils of anything I 
saw. Oi course, if more money Is expend- 
ed tho halls could be made even moie 
beautiful still \vllh tfnazzo or vlth some 
oilier more e.MK'nfcU -J material, 
"For the buiemfnt floor, I believe as- 
phalt laid on concrete the best. 
Tlieie 


will be less dust from this than from con- 
ciete. 
Tho sclioolliouses we inspected were all 


•n-el! planned in reference to protection 
from tire, the doors all opening outward, 
and tlie Inside doors were without lock or 
latch. 
The only hardware on the door 
was a push plate on tho Insido and n 
pull on the outside. In one city we found 
a night lauh for locking the door on tho 
outside when the teacher leaves the build- 
ing. But a single door led from the closed 
room. This door was from three feet six 
inches to three feet eight inches in width 
In some cities we found a large squaie of 
plate glass placed in the class room doors. 
This afforded opportunity for one walking 
through the hall to see aJl going on In 
the rooms. Tlie teachers and principals 
of the schools where this was In use (I do 
not remember the cltv) all expressed sat- 
isfaction with the arrangement.. 
"We saw In some of the schools espec- 
ially good sanitary arrangements. 
The 
urinals were ventilated thoroughly from 
top and bottom and were of porcelain 
construction and perfectly clean. 
The 
toilets were of the Individual type In most 
of the cities we visited. The self-acting 
seat seems to have been discarded. It 
is reasonable that pupils should be re- 
quired to use In schools similar apparatus 
to that which they are to use outside of 
the school houses, so they may be train- 
ed in the proper use of such apparatus. 
"One thing that we noticed that varies 


from the custom In our schools, sanitary 
conveniences for the pupils are arranged 
on each floor—In most Instances just as 
many on the third floor as in the base- 
ment. Personally, I think the scheme is 
right, but I doubt whether it is right to 
furnish as manv in the upper and first 
floor as in the basement. 
The Eastern 
schools do not have as many recesses as 
we do. 


WELL PLANNED STAIRWAYS. 


"Stairways.—We saw some 
especially 
well planned stairways. Some of the cit- 
ies have planned the stairways in school 
buildings for children, while others have 
planned them for adults. We found stair- 
ways with seven-Inch rise and eleven- 
Inch tread, and also some, with five and 
one-half inch rise and twelve-inch tread. 
The first is a difficult stair even for an 
adult. The second is easy for adults and 
especially safe for the child. 
"We found one school that bad a fea- 
ture that was especially pleasing to me 
individual!}. 
Tho whole front entrance 
was of glass, cut up Into small panes 
When you enter the hall you approach a 
glass partition that shuts oft the kinder- 
garten class from the main hall, but per- 
mits light to enter the main hall from the 
kindergarten room. 
The health departments of the schools 


In the planning of the new building have 
•been well cared for. Laboratory rooms. 
Including hot and cold baths, have been 
set aside for the use of these depart- 
ments. I saw no provision made in any 
of tlie new schools for the handling of de- 
fective children. 
I think Indeed In the 
cities where we visited, except Chicago, 
little has yet boon done In this line of 
work. 


SCHOOLS OF CHICAGO. 


"After Inspecting tho schools of St. 
Louis, wo visited Chicago. 
We found 
school buildings there similar In many 
particulars to those In St. Louis. Wn In- 
spected the moving partition arrangement 
for cloak rooms. Personally I do not like 
It. 
Tne room is very much marred In 
appearance by the construction of these 
cloak rooms. A school room ought to bo 
clear of all projections. Everything should 
be arranged as nearly as possible to pre- 
vent the gathering of dust. These cloak 
rooms furnish a marked break In the 
walls of the room, and interfere very ma- 
tctlallj wltli tile sjimnetrv of the room. 
"Blackboards.—We found In use in all 
these new school buildings 
the slate 
blackboards, generally four feet In width, 
covering -all vacant space In the toom. 
We made Inquiry In reference to the glass 
blackboard, but were unable to see any 
In the schools where we visited 
"We were charged with tho commission 
of making Inquiry In reference to the 
slanting -blackboard as used In St. Louis. 
We found this was used twenty-five years 
ago and has, for tho last twenty j-ears, 
been discarded as impracticable. 


"Heating and Ventilating.—Chicago Is 
carrying on extensive experiments In ref- 
erence lo heating and ventilating. 
We 
had an Interesting visit with ono of the 
members of tho committee engaged in this 
work. The committee I.s not prepared yet 
to recommend anything definite. I doubt 
the need of the air washer for tlio purpose 
of changing tho humidity of the air, espec- 
ially if we use the direct and Indirect pys- 
tcm. The air will not have to bo warmed 
to over 70 degrees. 


"We vinltnd tlie schools of St Louis 
Chicago and Plttsburg. In each of the 
cities we found much that will be helpful 
(o us In the construction of these build- 
Inns Mr. nonovnn visited nNo ihf ichoolg 
of New York nnd Boston.

her husband for nearly a year. He 
has been locked behind* the barriers 
of ice since February.

Tho car; which 'in 
appearance differs vastly from any others 
at present In use, Ig tho notion of two of- 
ficial: of tho company and is designed pri- 
marily with a view to ease and comfort 
in boarding and alighting, the floor being 
•only ten Inches above the roadway. 
Outwardly the new car resembles a tor- 
pedo, although the name tho officials of 
the company.attach to it is tho "stepless 
CM." It Is forty feet in length. Tho ex- 
tremities aro rounded and tho wheels aro 
K*d. causing It apparently to slide 


C tho tracks. 
The principal feature is tho slight dis- 
tance the passenger is recjuircd to step, 
either in boarding or alighting from the 
car, as entering is like stopping from the 
etep to the curb. 
There is no front or rear platform, pas- 
sengers entering -and leaving through a 
side door. The conductor stts at one side, 
totililnd a mlnaturo desk, where ho makes 
change and issues transfers. 
Tim doors 
nrc automatic nnd cannot be opened •n-hile 
the car is in motion. The seating capa- 
city Is fifty passengers and there la stand- 
Ing room for thirty more. • The seats are 
placed as In a railway coach, except at 
tlio ends, where there Is a semi-circle 
seat like that In tho find of a launch. 
The wheels, though Invisible, nra be- 
neath the extremities of this scat, and 
tho axle Is situated Just under tho 
floor. Tho oar la constructed wholly ot 
Bt«Bl.

MODESTO, March 22.—Brooding over 
his wife's Infidelity and embittered by 
the thought that she was contented 
with another man, J. L». Walker of Car- 
son. Wash., made tho trip to this clt> 
from his northern home and shot and 
probably fatally wounded Frank Warrer 
Flint.

Walker admits that his wife and 
Vie consented to separate and that finan- 
cial matter*) were arranged so that the 
paid her In tho neighborhood of 52,000 
when she left. lie also admits slRnlnR a 
contract with her In which ho promised 
not to annoy her, but ho says that hn did 
not know she Intended leaving ^Ith Flint.

The cit/ clerks of both places are hov- 
rriiiR between incurring the wrath of the 
Indies and possibly violating the eight- 
hour law for women. The election booths 
must be open 12 hours, which evidently 
exceeds, the limit set for women's work. 
Sevtral applications for positions on 
cltctlon boat da for both the amendment 
nnd iccall L'lu'Uuna have been received 
trorn women by City Clerk Walter Sta- 
boin. Ho has passed up the matter to 
City Attorney Staats, and Is 
eagerly 
awaiting Stall's reply. A similar condi- 
tion prevails In Albany, where a muni- 
cipal election is soon lo be held and 
where there are applications on file from 
feminine citizens for positions. 
Both city clerks were interested today 
in an expression from Thomas V. Color, 
San Francisco election officer, on the 
same question.

TO BE EFFECTIVE TOMORROW 


Railroad Commissioner Max Thelen Issue*

Public Utilities Act which becomes effec- 
tive tomorrow: 


"Tomorrow (Saturday) the new Public 


.rtillties Act will become etfective. The 
Act marks an epoch In the relation be- 
tween the public service coiporauons and 
the people of this state. The act is the 
tangible expression of the principle that 
the state has the ilerht and power to 
legislate and control all corporations and 
persons engaged m the so-called' public 
tervices 
Both economically ami politi- 


cally the administration of 
the Public 


Trtllltles Act will change the conditions 
of public service which have hitherto ex- 
isted in this state. Public service cor- 
rorations It Is expected will find that they 
need not pro Into polities In order to get 
a iquaie deal, while the peopld will, for 
the tirst time have representative's with 
power and tho authority to properly regu- 
late the rates, services and finances of 
every class of public utility within Its 
bounds 


PERSONNEL OF COMMISSION. 


"The Public Utilities Act represents the 


best judgment and experience of all the 
states of the Union wmch have under- 
taken a similar %\ork. 
The act was 


passed by the Legislature at its extra- 
ordinary session in December of last 
year: was signed by Governor Johnson 
on December 23, 1911, and becomes effec- 
tive tomorrow 
The powers conferred by 


the act will be exercised by the reor- 
ganized Railroad Commission, "which will 
consist of flvo members, who will teceive 
a salary of ?6000 each per annum The com- 
missioners are' President. John M. ISshle- 
man, H D. Lo% eland. Ales Gordon, E. 0. 
Edserton and Max Thelen. Their term 
expires on January 1, 1913, at v,hich time 
the governor will appoint five successors. 


The railroad commission Is given power 


to regulate and conrtol all t"ie public 
utilities of the state, except that the In- 
corporated cities and towns of the state. 
Including the City and Countv of San 
Francisco, retain the powers over public 
utilities which thev now have, with the 
privilege 
of voting those powers Into 


the railroad commission, and of thereafter 
by a similar vote reinvesting themselves 
therewith. Public utilities are defined to 
include railroads, stieet railroads, express 
companies, 
sleeping, dining, fruit and 


other car companies, vessels regularly en- 
gaged in transportation 
over regular 


routes between points within the state, 
pipe lines, gas plants, electric plants, tele- 
phone lines, telegraph lines, water sys- 
tems, public whanes and warehouses used 
In connection with the transportation of 
property by a common carrier or vessel

Among other poweis the 
lominisilon will have authoiity to fix the 
rates, regulate the service, equipment, 
facilllifs and extensions, and supervise the 
K.sue of stocks' bonds and other securities 
of all public service corporations. No pub- 
lic utilltv will ha\c the light to 1.-11 any 
of Us property devoted to the public ser- 
vice 01 dispose of Its franchise.", or merge 
or consolidate with another public service 
corporation, or Issue any securities -with- 
out having first secured the consent of the 
railroad commission. 
The act provides 


that any person or LOrporation or associa- 
tion m«ty complain to the commission of 
any act done or omitted by a public ser-

Vigorous Minority Report of 


the House Committee s 


Producing Results. 


WASHINGTON, March

commerce, Is 


reeklnpr to make tho measure a party 
policy ana t» have his report settled at a 
c<iusus of the Osasooratlc House majority 


So far he has ialt -with no success, the 


party leaders taking the ground that the 
canal bill Is in no sense a party measuie, 
and that it must bo fought out solely on 
its merits. 


As a matter of fact, severs! of the more 


powerful of the House leaders are in 
favor .of free tolls for American coast- 
wise trade, and are not In sympathy -with 
the majority report and bill of the com- 
mittee on interstate 
commerce. 
There 


seems but little likelihood that the bill will 
be settled by a party caucus. If there Is 
such action, the probabilities are that the 
Adamson bill will be rejected and a free 
or preferential toll measure adopted. 


New material ror the House battle has 


come to the advocates for free tolls for 
American coastwise ships In the form of 
newspaper and other comment on the 
canal bill In England. 


The London "Morning Post." in a re- 


cent editorial commenting on the canal 
bill said: 


"The committee members are agreed 


that tolls should range between 2 shil- 
lings and 4 shillings per ton for vessels 
flying foreign flags, but that a preference 
should be accorded the American mer- 
chant marine. The majorltv. it is said, gro 
so far as to advocate the free use of the 
canal to American \'essel3 engaged in 
coastwise trade. 


"This second proposal, of course, does 


not really concern other countries, since 
tho coasting trade of the United States is 
already restricted to native shipping." 


Sir Owen Phillips, wno is the British 


head of one of the largest shipping1 com- 
binations in the world, is quoted in the 
London papers as .saying: 


"As regard American ships trading ex- 


clusively between United States ports on 
tha Atlantic and the ports of that country 
on the Pacific—trade ™hicJi is exclusively 
confined to vessels built in the United 
States—British vessels would not bo af- 
fected 
adversely if 
in this 
case only 


United States ships were allowed to pass 
through the canal free of duty." 


So overwhelming Is the evidence of the 


attitude of tho foreign powers on the 
right of the United States to grant free 
tolls to its own coastwise ships that this 
point will hardly be urged seriously in 
the House. Tho sole remaining reliance 
of tho opponents of free tolls Is the ques- 
tion of canal maintenance, and this has 
been largely taken from under them by 
the close analysis of this problem in the 
minority report of th« committee.

Garnett's petition for a parole -would 
probably receive favorable consideration 
bv tho prison directors, Airs. Colt decided 
to leave. She engaged extra service at 
the Fairmont hotel and began packing her 
effects. 
She has obtained railroad and 


ocean transportation and will leave the 
city tomorrow. 
Except for the few years 


after the tragedy, Mrs. Colt made her 
home in San Francisco for more than 50 
years. Her lifelong friends are her<>, but 
she has a dread that Garnett would geek 
to Injuie her if he wore at liberty and 
that fear drives her from San Francisco. 


Garnett shot JIajor McCIung Novem- 


ber 25, 1003,and tho major died the fol- 
lowing day. Garnett was convicted of 
murder in the second degree and sen- 
tenced to 16 years' Imprisonment.

appealed, and It was not until July, 1909, 
that he was sent to prison.

"1 have been told that the 
Home 
Telephone company is taking out tele- 
phone Instruments even where contracts 
exist with the subscribers," said John 
Forrest. "I think they have no right to 
<lo this. We should take some action to 
.prevent this sort of thing." 
"Wo have taken the only action pos- 
sible lor the time being," explained Mayor 
Frank K. Mott. "In referring tha matter 
to City Attorney Woolner. The 
Home 


Telephone company has not asked us for 
permtsslon to merge with the 
Pacific 
States concern, and this is a violation 
of the franchise agreement. We may ex- 
pect a icpoit in a few 
days 
as 
to 
whether wo can start proceedings for the 
recovery of the $100.000 bond filed with 
the city by the Home company. 
"In tha meanwhile wo will not permit 


the removal of tho equipment from our 
streets, as no permission has been given 
to discontinue or change the 
service. 
They can do what they please with prop- 
erty on their own premises, but we will 
not permit them to interfere v,lth equip- 
ment in tha stieets. 
"From the point of vlow of a lavman 
it would seem that tho city Is In a po- 
sition to take possession of the conduit 
system In the streets, as the company 
has failed to live up to its agreement. 
It is certain that we will not permit the 
tearing up of our streets.

"We did not agree to do anything in 


the matter," said Supervisor John F. 
Muliins, today, "and, in fact they did 
not ask us to. They simply showed us 
that- such an 
arrangement 
would cut 


down expense, as there is no doubt it 
would." 
The committee met yesterday with the 


board of supervisors to discuss the mat- 
ter. They went into details as to the 
means by which savings could be effected, 
such as allowing a few attendants to 
handle tho entire establishment Instead 
of, as now, having separate attendants 
at each place. The purchase of supplies 
would also, according to tho committee, 
be cut down In price by the, arrangement. 
- Supervisors F. W. Foss, J. M. Kelly 
and John F. Mulling were present ftt the 
meeting. The committee suggested that 
tho old receiving hospital building be 
razed to permit tho construction of a 
two-story concrete structure to house the 
new combination of tho departments. A 
roof garden on the top of the building,

Place tables In homes for adoption with- 
out a state permit, a misdemeanor under 
the law. were made against Mrs. Jennie 
G. Nichols, Hotel Athens, before Judge 
Ogrden yesterday. The allegations were 
made by "W. A. Gates, state secretary of 
the State Board of Charities and Correc- 
tions, and R. B. Nunn. district superin- 
tendent of the Childrens' Home Society. 


As Mrs. Nichols, who has figured for 


several years as a charity worker about 
the bay, was in the Juvenile court, as a 
witness in a dependency case with no' 
formal charges filed against her,.no action 
In the matter -was taken 'by the court. 


The alleged dependent was a baby less 


than a month old, tho names of whose 
parents were not divulged. Mrs. Nichols 
placed the child, ivho Is Illegitimate, with 
Mrs. M. Buzorlnl to board, agreeing to 
pay $26 a month for Us support. The 
child, a girl, was then a day and a half 
old. After keeping tho chlldr three weeks 
and receiving nothing but promises to 
pay, so she declared, Mrs. Buzzorinl.turn- 
ed the child over to tho Childrens' Home 
Society, In charge of Nunn. A charge of 
dependency was then placed against the 
waif, 
and 
Mrs. ' Nichols 
ordered 
to 


appear in court to testify. 


Nunn and Gates, alleslns that Mrs. 


Nichols had on previous occasions 
at- 


tempted to place children In homes after 
collecting large sums for their support, 
which she devoted to her own affairs, at- 
tempted to hold the woman on a charge 
of trying to place tho baby out for adop- 
tion. This Mrs. Nichols denied, testify- 
ing that the mother of tho baby was a 
girl of good famly who had asked her to 
caro for It and that tho. father would 
support It. Lack of. evidence to the con- 
trary resulted In turning tho baby over 
to Mrs. Nichols. ' 
- 


Gates and Nunn declare that Mrs. 


Nichols, who makes her home at the 
Athens hotel, lias carried on her so- 
called work of rescue in placing Illegiti- 
mate, children In homes as a means of 
livelihood. She was refused a permit to 
do the work, so Gates asserted, because 
of that fact anil because eho exercised 
no supervision or care over tho homes Jn 
which she placed children and that the 
board had no jurisdiction over charges 
so placed. Mrs. Nichols is well known 
up and down the coast where sho headed 
tho "Children Rescue Work of the Fa- 
clllc" until It was put out of existence 
by tho state board.
